Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  my  i6th  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Colne,  I wish  to  state  the  method  I adopted  in  estimating 
the  population  of  the  town. 

I have  the  Borough  Collector’s  Certificates  stating  there  are  5664 
inhabited  houses  on  his  books  to  the  31st  December,  1908,  and  I 
multiply  this  number  by  the  inhabited  ratio  per  house,  found  at  the 
census  in  i qo i .

The  number  of  residents  of  the  Borough  who  died  in  other  dis- 
tricts was  58  (males  47,  females  r 1 ),  viz  : — Burnley  Union  Infirmary  51 
(males  41,  females  10);  Burnley  Sanatorium  2 males;  Lancaster  County 
Asylum  I male,  i female  ; Blackpool  i male  ; Barrovvford  i male  ; 
Eccles  I male. 
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Of  the  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough,  4 males  were  non- 
residents, that  is,  they  were  only  temporarily  residing  in  Colne.  The 
districts  to  which  they  belonged  were  : — Harrogate,  Morecambe, 
Burnley,  the  other  no  settled  abode. 

If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  are  deducted  and  the  deaths  of  the 
residents  who  died  in  other  districts  are  added  on,  the  correct  death- 
rate  for  the  Borough  will  be 

With  reference  to  the  deaths  in  the  Burnley  Union  Infirmary  (51), 
a number  was  of  pedlars,  tramps,  &c.,  who  stayed  at  the  common 
lodging-houses  or  houses-let- in-lodgings  in  the  town  for  a short  time, 
and  when  sickness  occurred  applied  for  relief,  and  were  removed  to  the 
Union  Workhouse  : when  death  occurred  they  were  returned  as  inhabit- 
ants of  Colne.  Also  a number  of  persons  returned  as  Colne  inhabitants 
have  resided  in  the  Union  Workhouse  for  a number  of  years. 

There  were  130  deaths  among  children  under  5 years  of  age,  viz  : 
88  in  the  first  year,  25  in  the  second  year,  4 in  the  third  year,  ro  in  the 
fourth  year,  and  3 in  the  fifth  year  of  life. 

The  deaths  among  persons  over  5 years  of  age  were  190,  and  of 
this  number  60  were  65  years  of  age  and  over,  the  oldest  being  88  years.

COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 


During  the  year  159  patients  were  admitted  to  this  institution. 
Thirteen  deaths  occurred,  which  equals  a rate  of  8 [ ‘76  per  1,000 
patients  admitted. 

The  causes  of  death  were  4.  inquest  cases,  2 heart  disease,  i phthisis, 
I pneumonia,  r confinement,  1 gangrene,  i rheumatism,  i nephritis,  1 
colitis. 

All  the  deaths  were  of  residents  of  the  Borough.

Of  the  591  notified  births  born  living  74  deaths  occurred,  which  is 
equal  to  a rate  of  125*21  per  1000  births  notified. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  been  adopted  and  came 
into  operation  on  February  i8th,  1908.  .Since  that  date  12  instances 
have  been  found  of  births  which  were  not  notified,  and  each  case  was 
brought  to  tire  notice  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  voluntary  system  of  notification  rvas  in  operation  from  January 
ist,  1907,  to  February  i8th,  1908.  and  during  that  period  511  births 
were  notified.

In  reporting  upon  the  work  of  the  Health  Nurse,  it  is  gratifying  to 
say  that  the  system  has  worked  well  all  through  the  year. 

Nurse  Bond,  our  first  nurse  appointed,  left  in  July  last;  Nurse 
Foster  succeeded  her,  and  the  work  has  progressed  satisfactorily. 

I may  mention  that  the  privilege  of  having  a nurse’s  services  for 
sick  infants  is  not  adequately  taken  advantage  of,  as  there  are  a number 
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of  children  to  whom  she  could  render  valuable  aid  and  relieve  their 
sufferings  if  their  parents  would  only  intimate  that  they  required  her  help. 

d'he  Committee  liave  tried  to  make  this  known  by  distributing 
small  handbills  to  that  effect.  I hope  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the 
nurse’s  services. 

I regret  to  state  that  although  every  endeavour  has  been  made  by 
the  Committee  to  reduce  the  Infantile  death-rate  in  Colne,  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  15  deaths,  and  that  raises  the  Infantile  death-rate 
from  I 20’6  last  year  to  14.4  02  this  year.  In  looking  through  Table  G. 
you  will  see  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  from  premature 
birth,  debility,  and  diarrhoea,  which  diseases  account  for  the  increased 
death-rate. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  tlie  nurses  during 
the  year,  with  the  number  of  visits  paid,  etc.  ; — 

No.  of  newly-born  infants  attended,  565.  No.  of  visits  made.  2507. 

No.  of  infants  attended  who  were  receiving  medical  attention,  6g. 

No.  of  visits  made  to  these,  466. 

No.  of  children  over  one  year  attended,  8.  No.  of  visits  made,  62. 

Mothers  with  still-born  infants,  15.  No.  of  visits  made,  37. 

Confinements  developed  complications,  8.  No.  of  visits,  92. 

Total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year,  3164. 

No.  of  infants  totally  or  partially  breast-fed,  390. 

No.  of  infants  fed  on  bottle  alone,  175. 

Nurse  Foster  was  appointed  in  .September,  and  has  reported  the 
following  to  me  : — 

“Since  commencing  my  duties  as  Health  Nurse,  the  result  of  my 
visits  and  time  spent  instructing  mothers  in  the  rearing  and  feeding  of 
their  infants  has,  with  one  exception,  been  kindly  received.  Of  course, 
a few  resented  at  first  what  they  considered  interference  from  an  out- 
sider. However,  once  admitted,  and  they  are  convinced  that  careful 
attention  will  benefit  their  children,  the  majority  of  mothers  are  most 
grateful  for  advice  given.” 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 


Under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  192  cases  were 
notified,  giving  a rate  of  7*3 1 per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  diseases  notified  were:  scarlet  fever  153,  diphtheria  9,  mem- 
branous croup  4,  enteric  fever  10,  erysipelas  15,  puerperal  fever  i. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  Burnley  Sanatorium  was  10,  viz: — 
Typhoid  fever /p  scarlet  fever  3,  erysipelas  2,  and  diphtheria  i. 

There  were  50  deaths  from  the  principal  zvmotic  diseases,  which 
give  a rate  of  1*90  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  diseases  notified  8 deaths  occurred,  equal  to  a rate  of  41*66 
per  1,000  cases  notified,  or  * 30  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  deaths  from  the  notified  cases  were  : diphtheria  5,  scarlet  fever 
2,  and  puerperal  fever  1.  Also  two  deaths  occurred  of  typhoid  fever 
cases  removed  to  Burnley  Sanatorium. 

I’he  deaths  from  the  zymotic  diseases  which  are  not  included  in  the 
list  of  those  notified  are  : diarrhoea  and  enteritis  2 3,  measles  13,  whoop- 
ing-cough 3.  influenza  3. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Cases  notified,  153.  Deaths,  2. 

I'his  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  the  last  naif-year,  i 2 1 cases 
being  notified  during  that  period.  'Bhe  disease  was  not  confined  to  one 
district,  but  was  distributed  through  the  five  largest  wards  of  the  town. 
The  cases  were  mostly  of  a very  mild  type. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  attacked  with  the  disease

Cases  18  and  45.  Vivary  Bridge  Ward.  Both  in  one  house. 

No.  18  was  notified  on  April  b,  recovered,  and  the  house  was  disin- 
fected. No.  45  was  notified  on  July  i i.  Tliis  patient  had  slept  on  the 
same  bed  used  by  No.  18  during  his  illness. 

Case  43.  Primet  Bridge  Ward.  Notified  July  2. 

When  this  house  was  visited  a young  girl  was  in  charge,  the  parents 
being  at  work,  and  the  patient  had  gone  out  for  a walk  with  ctther 
members  of  the  family. 

Cases  50,  51,  52,  53.  Primet  Bridge  Ward.  Notified  July  23. 

All  in  one  house.  When  the  house  was  visited  the  patients  were 
all  playing  about  in  the  house.  'The  mother  was  ill  in  bed,  and  No.  53, 
a girl  aged  14  years,  was  in  charge  of  the  house,  and  she  was  “ peeling.” 

Case  95.  Carry  Bridge  Ward.  Notified  September  lo. 

Farm  house.  The  patient  was  peeling  on  visit,  and  instructions 
were  given  to  keep  the  patient  entirely  isolated  from  the  milk  and  milk 
vessels. 

Case  148.  Primet  Bridge  Ward.  Notified  November  26. 

This  patient  was  a boy  of  four  years,  who  was  deaf  and  dumb.  He 
had  been  ill  with  sore  throat  about  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  date  of 
notification,  but  no  doctor  was  called  in.  He  returned  to  school  on 


November  23,  but  was  sent  home  by  the  teacher  011  the  25th,  who 
stated  that  she  thought  he  had  scarlet  tever.  The  father  took  him  to 
the  doctor  on  the  26th,  who  certified  the  case  one  of  scarlet  fever. 
During  his  illness  the  boy  had  been  in  contact  with  all  the  members  of 
the  family,  four  of  whom  attended  Burnlev  Road  school,  and  had  also 
played  with  other  children  in  the  neighbourhood.  From  November  14 
to  December  31,  15  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  of  children  who 
attended  this  school. 

Cases  158,  160,  I 61,  162.  Vivary  Bridge  Ward,  All  in  one  house. 

Notified  December  3 and  4.  When  the  house  was  visited  No.  158 
(a  girl  aged  2 i years)  answered  the  dooi',  and  was  washing  up.  She  was 
peeling  slightly.  The  mother  stated  that  she  had  been  ill  with  sore 
throat  for  about  four  weeks.  The  girl  had  been  out  during  the  week 
previous  to  notification.  Nos.  161  and  162  were  in  the  living-room,  and 
case  160  was  in  bed. 

Case  184.  Vivary  Bridge  Ward.  Notified  December  28. 

Girl  aged  16  years.  This  case  was  removed  to  Burnley  Sanatorium 
December  30,  as  proper  means  of  isolation  could  not  be  provided,  and 
there  was  other  sickness  in  the  house. 

Case  \g2.  Vivary  Bridge  Ward.  Boy  aged  9 years. 

d’his  case  was  removed  to  the  Burnley  Sanatorium  on  December  15, 
but  no  notification  or  intimation  whatever  was  sent  to  the  Department 
either  by  the  doctor  or  the  parents,  the  information  being  received  from 
the  Sanatorium.  The  case  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  on 
December  17. 

A case  was  discovered  in  Carry  Bridge  Ward  in  November  which 
had  not  been  notified.  On  enquiries  being  made  it  was  found  that  no 
doctor  had  been  called,  and  that  during  the  illness  the  child  had  been 
properly  isolated. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Cases  notified,  10.  Deaths,  2 (in  Burnley 
Sanatorium). 

During  the  year  seven  suspicious  cases  were  tested  with  Widal’s 
test ; three  gave  positive  reaction,  and  four  negative  reaction.

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In  this  disease  the  discharges  of  the  patient  are  taken  away  in  her- 
metically sealed  vessels  each  day  and  destroyed,  and  when  the  patient 
recovers  (or  otherwise)  the  bedding  is  examined,  and,  if  marked,  is 
destroyed,  and  replaced  with  new  bedding  or  compensation  paid.  During 
the  year  four  beds,  five  pillows,  and  two  quilts  Avere  so  destroyed. 

Diphtheria. — Cases  notified,  9.  Deaths,  5. 

Two  cases  were  bacteriologically  examined,  and  each  gave  positive 
reaction. 

One  case  was  removed  to  Burnley  Sanatorium. 

Idle  method  of  procedure  in  each  case  is  : — On  receipt  of  the  notifi- 
cation disinfectants  and  printed  instructions  are  immediately  sent  to  the 
h.oiise.  The  house  is  visited  the  same  day,  and  enquiries  made,  and  the 
premises  examined  for  any  sanitary  defects,  and  if  any  are  found  notice 
is  immediately  served  for  abatement.  Also  all  drains  and  closets  are 
flushed.  When  the  case  recovers  (or  otherwi.se).  the  premises  are  dis- 
infected, and  the  bedding  examined,  and  if  marked,  is  destroyed,  and 
new  goods  supplied  or  compensation  paid.  During  the  year  beds  were 
destroyed  in  three  instances,  and  compensation  paid. 

Membranous  Croup. — Cases  notified,  4.  No  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — Cases  notified,  15.  No  deaths. 

Two  cases  were  removed  to  Burnley  .Sanatorium,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing are  particulars  : — 

Case  46.  Horsfield  Ward.  Male,  aged  53  years.  Notified  July  12. 

The  man  was  removed  to  Burnley  Sanatorium,  and  was  discharged 
as  free  from  the  disease  on  July  31.  On  August  14  he  was  again 
notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease,  but  he  would  not  go  to  hospital 
and  would  not  remain  indoors. 

Case  164.  Vivary  Bridge  Ward.  Male,  aged  46  years.  Notified 
December  8. 
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This  case  occurred  in  a common  lodging-house,  and  was  removed 
to  the  Sanatorium  on  the  day  of  notification. 


Puerperal  Fever.  One  case  notified,  which  died.

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  number  of  observations  taken  was  40, 
each  of  the  duration  of  one  hour,  and  excessive  quantities  of  black 
smoke  were  emitted  in  12  instances.  In  these  cases  a copy  of  the 
result  of  the  observation  was  sent  to  the  firm  the  same  day.  'The  total 
number  of  minutes  of  black  smoke  emitted  during  the  whole  of  the 
observations  was  276,  an  average  of  6*9  minutes  per  observation,  and 
1 1 '5  per  cent,  of  the  total  observations. 

Slaughterhouses. — The  number  of  these  premises  remains  the 
same  as  last  year : registered,  7;  licensed,  4;  public  abattoirs,  7.  They 
are  all  regularly  inspected,  and  the  following  contraventions  were  met 
with  : — Defective  refuse  pails,  10.  All  were  complied  with  on  the  ser- 
vice of  notices.  New  bye-laws  came  into  force  in  April  for  the  private 
slaughter-houses  and  also  for  the  public  abattoirs. 

'I'he  refuse  is  removed  regularly  from  seven  of  the  private  slaughter- 
houses by  the  Health  Department,  and  the  arrangement  continues  to 
work  satisfactorily. 

There  are  now  two  permanent  tenants  of  the  public  abattoirs,  and 
six  kill  there  weekly,  but  pay  the  price  per  head  for  animals  slaughtered, 
9,nd  ope  or  tvyo  butchers  kill  there  occasionally. 
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The  quantity  of  unsound  meat  submitted  for  inspection  and  con- 
(iemned,  or  seized  during'  the  inspections  of  the  slaughterhouses,  was  : — 
The  carcases  of  two  beasts,  three  pigs,  and  one  sheep,  i5olbs  of  pork, 
and  the  internal  organs  of  three  beasts. 

Also  one  box  of  cod  and  haddock  were  submitted  for  inspection 
and  condemned. 

No  seizures  were  made  of  unsound  nuat  or  food  exposed  for  sale. 

Offensive  'Fkades. — dlie  number  of  these  trades  carried  on  in 
the  town  is  the  same  as  last  3'ear : two  fellmongers,  two  tripe-dressers, 
one  tanner,  one  gut-cleaning.  No  nui.sances  were  met  with  during  the 
inspections.  The  refuse  is  removed  from  the  gut-cleaning  establish- 
ment by  the  Health  Department. 

New  bye-laws  came  into  force  in  April. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — 'J'he  number  of  these  houses  now 
registered  is  nine,  one  new  house  being  registered  in  February  for  72 
beds.  I'he  houses  are  situated  in  : Windy  Bank  three,  Lister  Street 
two,  Turney  Crook  one,  Court  Street  one,  St.  John  Street  one,  and 
Fmmott  Lane  one.  I'hey  are  each  regularly  inspected,  and  the  follow- 
ing contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  were  discovered : — Want  of  lime- 
washing one,  dirty  day-room  one,  overcrowding  one,  and  oifensive 
deposits  one.  All  were  abated  on  service  of  notices. 

One  case  of  erysipelas  was  reported  in  Windy  13ank  in  December. 
The  patient  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Burnley  Sanatorium,  and 
the  bedding  and  towels  disinfected. 

New  bye-laws  came  into  force  in  April. 

Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.— In  my  report  for  last  year  I gave  in 
detail  the  number  and  condition  of  these  houses,  but  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  during  the  past  year  a great  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
the  condition  of  the  rooms.

'File  new  houses  added  are  situated  in  Mill  Green  and  Green  Road, 
and  the  one  taken  off  in  Bank  Terrace  South. 

All  the  houses  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  the  following 
contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  were  found  : — Privy  closets  instead  of 
water-closets,  36  ; dirty  rooms,  20;  no  water  supply  in  room,  7;  no  slop- 
stone  in  room,  7 ; overcrowded,  6 ; insufficient  ventilation,  2 ; defective 
staircase,  i ; defective  floor,  i ; room  without  light,  1 ; ashpit  without 
door,  I ; miscellaneous,  2.  Notices  for  abatement  were  served,  and  all 
have  been  complied  with,  except  the  following  : — Privy  closet  instead  of 
water-closet,  34;  overcrowding,  i ; and  these  are  receiving  attention. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared,  and  agreed  to  by  the  owners,  for  the 
conversion  of  the  32  pail  closets  at  the  east  end  of  Lister  Street,  etc., 
to  the  water  carriage  system,  and  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand  early  in 
1Q09.  When  completed,  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  means  of 
clearing  away  what  has  been  a great  nuisance  for  a long  time. 

Bakehouses. — The  number  of  these  premises  in  the  Borough  is  22. 
No  nuisances  were  found  during  the  inspections. 

Faclories.— The  number  of  factories  in  the  town  is  102,  viz:  — 
Cotton  manufacturing,  30  (including  1 1 tenement  factories) ; foundries 
and  ironworks,  16;  joiners  and  cabinet  makers,  15;  printers,  6; 
warpdressers,  5 ; reedmakers,  3 ; tanners,  etc.,  3 ; laundries,  3 ; 
dyers,  4 ; bakehouses,  2 ; dressmakers,  2 ; bootmakers,  2 ; ropeworks, 
I ; manufacturing  confectioner,  i ; coachbuilder,  i ; preserve  works,  i ; 
mineral  water  works,  i ; brickworks,  i ; brewery,  i ; slaymaker,  i ; gas- 
works, I ; electricity  works,  i ; refuse  destructor  works,  i. 

During  the  inspections  the  following  nuisances  were  discovered  : — 
Dirty  closets,  3 ; closets  without  doors,  3 ; defective  privies,  2 ; defective 
closet  seat,  i ; effluvia  rising  into  shed,  i.  All  were  abated  on  notices 
being  served. 
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Workshops. — 'Fhe  number  in  the  Borough  is  128,  viz: — Boot- 
makers, doggers,  etc.,  29  ; bakehouses,  22;  milliners  and  dressmakers, 
24.;  tailors,  19;  smiths,  8;  tinners,  4;  joiners, '4 ; watch-makers,  4 ; 
cycle  repairers,  3 ; bottlers,  2;  saddlers,  2 ; brushmaker,  1 ; wireworker  i. 

During  the  inspections  the  following  nuisances  were  found  : — No 
sanitary  accommodation  2,  dirty  closet  i,  defective  water-closet  i,  want 
of  limewashing  i,  closet  without  flushing  aiaparatus  and  not  ventilated  i, 
closet  without  door,  lock  and  key  i.  All  were  abated  on  notices  being 
served. 

Pe  i roleum  Ac'i'S. — During  the  year  32  licenses  were  granted  tor 
the  safe  kee[)ing  of  10,047  gallons  of  petroleum. 

Dairies,  Cowshkds,  & Workshops  Ordkrs.— The  number  of 
farms  in  the  district  is  gb,  milksellers  only  5,  dairy  shop  i.  It  is 
intended  early  in  1909  to  have  the  register  revised,  and  to  include  all 
persons  selling  milk  in  the  Borough  whetlier  residing  in  or  out  of  the 
town. 

One  case  of  fever  was  reported  at  a farm,  but  no  further  cases  were 
traced  to  it. 

d'he  following  nuisances  were  found  during  tne  inspections : — 
defective  privy  i,  drain  not  trapped  i,  percolation  of  water  into  house 
].  All  have  been  abated. 

Further  notices  were  served  in  May  and  July,  and  letters  were 
written  b}-  the  Town  Clerk  to  complete  the  following  alterations  required 
on  the  visit  of  the  Sub-Committee  in  1906,  and  which  remained 
unabated  : — drains  not  trapped  7,  shippon  floors  defective  5,  insufficient 
light  in  shippons  4,  yard  surface  defective  4,  defective  eaves  and  fall 
pipes  4,  no  liquid  manure  tank  3,  insufficient  ventilation  2,  no  manure 
stead  2,  tank  in  stable  i , insufficient  water  supply  i , stable  roof  defective  j . 

At  the  close  of  the  year  only  the  following  had  been  completed  or 
were  in  hand  -tank  in  stable  1,  insufficient  light  in  shippons  2,  no 
liquid  manure  tank  2,  defective  shippon  floor  2,  insufficient  ventilation 
I,  insufficient  water  supply  i,  no  manure  stead  i,  drain  not  trapped  i, 
defective  yard  surface  i. 
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Contagious  Diseases  Animals  Acts  and  Orders: — In 
accordance  with  the  Slieep  Dipping  Order  of  1907,  626  sheep  and  426 
lambs  were  dipped  during  the  first  dipping  period  and  84 1 sheep  and 
187  lambs  during  the  second  dipping  period. 

The  Swine  Order  1908  and  the  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of 
Movement)  Order  1908,  came  into  operation  on  June  ist  and  posters 
of  these  orders  were  distributed  throughout  the  Borough. 

In  June  3 suspected  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were  reported  at  Lanehead 
Farm,  Laneshawbridge,  and  in  August  one  case  each  at  Alkincoates 
Farm  and  Swanfield  Farm.  The  necessary  portions  of  the  animals 
affected  were  sent  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  for  examination,  the 
result  of  which  proved  that  the  animals  were  not  affected  with  the 
disease. 

No  outbreak  of  Sheep  Scab,  Anthrax  or  any  other  contagious 
disease  has  been  reported  or  discovered. 

In  accordance  Avith  the  provisions  of  the  Dogs  Act,  1906,  6 stray 
dogs  were  received  at  the  Destructor  Works  ; 3 were  sold,  2 destroyed, 
and  I claimed. 

Refuse  Destructor. — These  works  continue  to  act  very 
satisfactorily.

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The  approximate  weight  of  refuse  destroyed  per  week  of  55  hours 
was  99^  tons  or  49f  tons  per  cell,  and  the  approximate  weight  per  day 
of  10  hours  was  18  tons  7 cwts.  or  9 tons  3^  cwts.  per  cell. 

During  the  year  23  tons  9 cwt‘^.  3 qrs.  or  waste  tins,  9 tons  4 cwts. 
3 qrs.  of  scrap  iron,  and  a quantity  of  glass,  earthenware,  &:c.,  was 
disposed  of. 

The  clinker  was  taken  to  the  Corporation  Sewage  Works  for  9 
months  of  the  year  for  making  Bacteria  Filter  Beds  and  during  the 
remaining  three  months  to  the  Barrowford  Sewage  Works  for  a similar 
purpose. 

Owing  to  complaints  of  a fine  dust  being  emitted  from  the  chimney 
a dust  chamber  was  fixed  in  April  and  May,  and  has  given  every 
satisfaction,  no  further  complaints  having  been  received. 

Slight  repairs  to  the  furnaces  were  carrieci  out  in  April  and  June. 

Nigh  i’soil  Removal. — The  loads  of  excreta  removed  from  privies 
and  cesspools  during  the  year  was  1171.  Last  year  1206. 

Small-Pox  Hospital. — This  building  is  always  kept  in  readiness 
for  the  reception  of  patients'.  The  last  case  in  the  hospital  was  in 
May,  1905. 

Jerusalem  Farm. — The  land  at  this  farm  is  still  let  for  grazing 
purposes  at  an  annual  rental  and  the  land  at  the  old  Workhouse,  Flass, 
for  the  keeping  of  poultry. 

Pupr.ic  Urinals. — The  number  of  these  conveniences  in  the 
Borough  is  nine,  and  they  are  cleaned  out  each  morning.  No  additional 
ones  have  been  built  during  the  year,  but  negotiations  are  in  progress 
with  a view  to  erecting  urinals  at  the  Colne  and  Nelson  Boundary, 
Heifer  Lane  and  Laneshaw  Bridge.

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Ninety-two  dwelling-houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year, 
for  which  certificates  of  habitation  have  been  granted. 

Three  hundred  and  six  notices  have  been  given  in  by  the  various 
builders  for  inspection  of  buildings  and  alterations  during  the  year,  for 
which  2100  inspections  have  been  made. 

Main  Sewers. 

'I'here  have  been  laid  during  the  year  various  lengths  of  Qin.  branch 
sewers  to  connect  up  new  property  to  the  main  sewers,  the  total  length 
being  613  lineal  yards,  with  8 manholes  and  6 lampholes,  making  the 
total  length  of  the  whole  sewerage  system  28^  miles,  with  61 1 manholes 
and  391  lampholes.  A new  i 2in.  sewer  is  now  being  laid  in  the  North 
Valley  to  Favordale  Road  to  connect  up  the  property  in  that  road  to  the 
sewerage  system. 
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Surface  Water  Drainage. 

The  following  leiigllis  of  drains  have  been  laid  to  provide  for  the 
surface  water  from  the  streets  surrounding  the  new  Primet  Schools. 
I 12  lineal  yards  of  izin  drain,  217  lineal  yards  of  gin.  drain,  with  4 
manholes  and  2 lampholes. 

I'he  total  length  of  vSurface  Water  Drains  is  now  8 miles  with  134 
manholes  and  1 12  lampholes. 

Private  Street  Works, 

Only  3 private  streets  have  been  paved  during  the  past  year  at  a 
cost  of  / 1245,  but  32  streets  are  now  in  hand,  the  contract  having  been 
let  at  an  estimated  cost  of  ;^50oo. 

Sewage  Works  Exiensions. 

A further  area  of  3271  square  yards  of  double  contact  beds  is  now 
being  constructed  at  the  Sewage  Works,  which  will  make  a total  area  of 
2 ‘8 2 acres  in  use  when  completed. 

During  the  year  the  brook  in  the  North  Valley  Road  west  of 
Skipton  Road  has  been  culverted,  partly  by  the  landowner  and  partly 
by  the  Corporation,  the  Corporation  owning  some  of  the  land  through 
which  the  brook  j)asses.  ddiis  was  done  to  remedy  complaints  as  to  foul 
smells  which  it  was  alleged  arose  from  the  brook  previously. 

Public  Baths. 

During  the  year  a start  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  the  above, 
and  granted  favourable  weather  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  building  ready 
for  use  in  the  summer.  Phe  total  cost  is  estimated  to  be  ^7400.  The 
Aerating  and  Filtration  Plant  proposed  to  be  added  will  entail  an  extra 
cost  of  about  ^750. 

Bridge  Street  Improvement  Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  during  the  year  been  almost  finished  by  the 
completion  of  the  pavement  over  the  embankment  portion  of  the  work. 
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There  is  now  only  the  footpatli  opposite  the  land  belonging  to  Mr.  G. 
Rush  worth  to  lay. 

Technical  and  Skcondary  Day  Schools. 

Plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the 
above  schools  and  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  County  Council.  The  estimated  cost  is  ;^42oc.  Amongst 
other  smaller  schemes  the  W.C.  lavatory  and  cloak-room  arrangements, 
also  the  ventilating  and  lighting  svstems  at  the  Municipal  Mall  have 
been  re-modelled  at  a cost  of  about  ^280. 

A large  dust  catcher  has  been  formed  in  the  flue  of  the  Refuse 
Destructor  Chimney  to  prevent  the  dust  from  ascending  the  shaft,  at  a 
costof;^i39. 

A shippon  and  stable  have  been  built  at  the  Laneshaw  Waterworks, 
the  present  wooden  shippon  is  to  be  removed.  The  cost  of  the  new 
shippon,  &c.,  is  about  ^150. 

The  Post  Office  Authorities  have  had  up  the  footpaths,  &c.,  from 
Burnley  Road  through  Primet  Mill,  Albert  Road,  Church  Street,  Market 
Street  to  Keighley  Road,  as  well  as  several  branch  streets,  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  telephone  wires  underground. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  various  Com- 
mittees for  the  kind  assistance  they  have  given  me,  and  for  the  considera- 
tion with  which  thay  have  received  my  suggestions. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  heads  of  departments  of  the  Corporation 
for  so  willingly  supplying  me  with  the  required  statistics.
